Cut Corn for Silage as 


Lower Leaves Drop Off 


Opinions differ as to the best time 


to cut corn for silage. While the larg- 
est yield of food nutrients Trill be ob- 
tained if the corn Is permitted to ma- 
ture fairly well, it should not be too 
ripe for the reason that it will not pack 
so well in the silo and Is more likely 
to mold. 
It may also be somewhat 


indigestible if fully matured. 


Andrew Boss, vice director of the 


Minnesota experiment station at Uni- 
versity farm, says that as a safe work- 
ing plan one should begin cutting corn 
for silage when three or four of the 
lower leaves dry up and drop off- Then 
the corn will usually he in the milk 
or hard dough stage and some of the 
early ears will be glazed or dented. 
Silage made under these conditions 
will be at its best for dairy cows. 


But for beef cattle, says Professor 


Boss, the corn should be left in the 
fields until fully dented unless per- 
chcnce a severe, drouth or hot spell 
has dried out the corn prematurely. 
Beef cattle feeders prefer better de- 
veloped ears and greater maturity of 
the plant than do those who put ap 
ensilage for dairy cows.

Grade Accidents 


Can Be Prevented 


Increase Expected Because 


of Larger Number of 


Motor Vehicles. 


(Proparod hy the United State* 
•t Acricnlture.) 
Tho bureau of public roads of the 


United States Department of Agrleal- 
turo calls attention to the fact that 
highway grade-crossing accidents con- 
tinue to Increase. The Interstate com- 
merce commission reports that hi the 
final quarter of 1922, 51T persons wars 
killed and 1,710 Injured at grads> 
crossings. _an Increase at 16 .fatalities 


and 105 injuries in comparison with 
the same period of the previous year. 
Similar increases are reported In oth- 
er quarters. 


It has been suggested that an In- 


crease Is to be expected since the 
number of motor vehicles and high- 
way traffic Is increasing, but this 
should be the reason for additional 
preventive measures rather than sat- 
isfaction with the situation. 


To Prevent Accidents. 


There Is only one safest way to 


prevent accidents where highways and 
railways Intersect. That Is by a com- 
plete separation of the grades by 
means of subways or viaducts. There 
has been agitation for legislation In 
a number of states to require all users 
of the highways to stop before cross- 
Ing a railroad track. A few states 
have enacted such laws. The gen- 
eral application of such a law cov- 
ering an of the railroad crossings In 
any state leads to absurdities and un- 
necessary 
Inconvenience. 
For ex- 


ample, one of the principal state high- 
ways leading west out of Raleigh. N. 
C- where such a law Is In force, 
crosses a branch line of a railroad 
running into the state fair grounds. 
This switch track Is used for only 
a few days each year at the time of 
the state fair, but under the law all 
the traffic over one of the principal 
highways In the state must stop at 
tibia crossing 960 days per year. 


Temporary Expedients. 


Such laws should be regarded at 


temporary expedients only. Hundreds 
of branch line railroads carry only 
a small percentage of the passenger 
traffic now carried by the main line 
highway which they cross. If either 
traffic is to be halted at the crossing 
It should be the rail traffic. Right of 
way Is given the most Important traf- 
fic on the railroads. 
This l§_a fun- 


damental principle of operation, and 
this same principle should be recog- 
nized by the state tn making any laws 
with reference to stopping traffic at 


j railway and high-war intersections. Un- 
i doubtediy trunk line railways should 
' be given right of way, and the hlgh- 
'| way traffic stopped, but branch line 
; railway traffic lies in a different cate- 


gory entirely. 
The highway traffic 


over important state trunk lines should 
not be stopped at branch line railway 
crossings. 
Rather, the 
infrequent 


trains should be stopped before cross- 
lag such highways. 


The agitation for stopping highway 


traffic at railway crossings, however, 
Is having Its effect in rapidly crystal- 
lizing public sentiment against all 
grade crossings, and this will lead to 
the only right solution of the matter, 
that Is. the separation of the grades. 


In the construction of federal-aid 


roads the bureau of public roads has 
adopted 
the policy of eliminating 


grade-crossings wherever practicable. 
If possible by relocation, otherwise by 
means of an underpass or overhead 
crossing and to this end an engineer- 
ing investigation Is made of every 
crossing and a great many hare al- 
ready been eliminated. Costly struc- 
tures are required but there Is no 
doubt that the policy b«s resulted In 
the saving of many lives.

New Diseases of Field 


and Vegetable Crop*, 


Fifteen new diseases of field and 


vegetable crops were reported hi th* 
United States during 1922, according 
to th« plant disease surrey of tho) De- 
partment of Agriculture. Twelve tTops 
were affected. They were carrot, spin- 
ach, Swiss chard, -ettace, potato, rad- 
ish. Chinese cabbage, bean, water- 
melon, sweet potato, tomato and tobac- 
co. Most of the new diseases an-, 
peared ta very restricted areas, 
ing to be the res-ait of abnormal 
maMc and similar conditions. 


C'ear.fng Rusted Tools. 


Elbow grease is usually the best 


•rhins to use when cleaning rust from 
steel, but fine following manner has 
also been suggested: Fasten the steel 
tightly to a piece of zinc by means of 
\vire and place it in a jar containing 
water to which sulphuric acid has 
been addefi. Leave it there until th* 
rust has Disappeared, If the article 
Is very rusty add a little more acid 
from time to time. The process by 
which the rust is removed is electrical. 
The steel being in contact with th* 
zinc short-circuited battery cells am 
formed, and the rust is reduced to Iron 
again by electro-chemical action. Th* 
steel will become darkened by th* 
process, but will regain Its brightness]

It has an altitude of 18.500 feet, and 
1* the loftiest peak of the Blburz 
mountain range, which extends 500 
miles along the southern shores of the 
Caspian sea and into Khorasan. 


Mount Demavend towers high abore 


the surrounding 
mountains, which 


average about 12,000 feet in height, 
and may b« likened to a guldepost In 
the series of ridges which separate 
the semi-tropical region In the Cas- 
pian basm, 81 feet below sea level, 
and the arid plateau 4.000 feet hi alti- 
tude. From its summit the ships of 
the sea are viewed on one side and 
the Persian desert on the other. Al- 
though there Is no record of an erup- 
tion In historic times, its summit Is 
conical and the crater still Is Intact. 
Numerous hot springs at Its base are 
active, and the internal heat is suffi- 
cient to melt the snow about the sum- 
mit and uncover large deposits of 
sulphur.

near which the first and last bombs 
of the war fell in Paris, and It seems 
to be the general custom for private 
Individuals to mark with some simphi 
Inscription the various points of ta* 
capital where damage was doa* hy 
German bombs or shells. 


The tablet on the wall of the Credit 


Lyonnals recalls one of the most mur- 
derous air raids ever made on Paris, 
110 persons losing their lives, whHa 
several hundred were wounded.

raid, fell in the Rue de Choiseul, kill- 
ing a French soldier on leave and 
two Australian soidiers who wer* 
coming from the boulevards.

Good Sires Increase 


Herd Production Rapidly 


Further proof of the manner in 


i which a producing dairy herd may be 


built up by using pure bred dairy bulls 
on common cows is afforded by the 
results of a several years" breeding 
experiment conducted at the South 
Dakota experiment station. The foun- 
dation cows of the experiment repre- 
sented a blending of Hereford and 
Shorthorn blood, each cow hem? sired 
by a pure bred beef bull and out of a 
grade cow. 
Each of the foundation 


cows was bred repeatedly to the dairy 
herd bulls in the station herd and the 
heifers were retained and bred to the 
dairy bulls, thus producing second gen- 
eration crosses which had 75 per cent 
dairy blood. Milk and butterfat rec- 
ords were kept for each lactation peri- 
od of the grade foundation cows and 
their graded-up offspring. 


The average yearly production of 


the grade beef cows was found to be 
4.155 pounds of milk and 170 pounds of 
butterfjit. 
The flrst generation heif- 


ers produced by these cows ta the 
service of pure bred dairy sires made 
records averaging 6.707 pounds of milk 
and 200 pounds of fat. The first cross 
Of dairy blood therefore brought an In- 
crease of 2.552 pounds of milk and 90 
pounds of butterfat In each heifer's 
yearly production. Expressed In per 
cent, the flrst cross heifers produced 
61 per cent more milk and X2 per ceut 
more butterfat than their dams.
